Ship Loss Offset in April. 


Reverting, to the shipping situation, 
the Premier said that in April the out- 
put of shipping for the first time ex- 
ceeded the losses. This statement was 
greeted with ‘great enthusiasm, his 
hearers rising and cheering again and 
again. 

The Premier paid a tribute to the 
sailors of the navy and. the mercantile

TO SERVE BEHIND THE LINES 


Proposed Law Would Release Thou- 
sands of Fighters from Staff Duty 
—Senate Favors 3,000,000 Call. 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—Another 
move toward full utilisation of the 
country’s man power was made today 
when Secretary Baker sent to Con- 
gress the draft of a bill proposing to 
taise the maximum age limit for vol- 
untary enlistment in the army from 40 
to 55 years. All men over 4 g0 enlisted 
would be assigned to noncombatant 
service, 9 

In a letter to Speaker Clark asking 
that the bill be pushed, Secretary Baker 
said: 

‘* Every man above the age of 4 
years who is enlisted in noncombatant 
branches of.the service will make avail- 
able fro duty with the line troops a man 
within the prescribed age limit for all 
troops. 

** Many men whose long eatiaviecide as 
mechani¢s and artisans will make them 
particularly valuable to the various 
staff corps and departments may be 
thus secured instead of younger men 
without such experience, and the, ef- 
ficiency of the staff corps and the de- 
partments thus will be increased.’ 

There probably are 7,500,000 men be- 
tween the ages of 40 and 55, and many 
thousands of them already have at- 
tested their desire to serve by bombard-: 
ing the department with applications. 
While the great majority of the men 
in this class undoubtedly will be re- 
strained from enlisting by.family and 
business ties, the number at liberty to 
join the colors is expected to be more 
than sufficient to meet the purpose in 
view. 

Staff. corps positions include’ many 
duties behind the front. Every head- 
quarters unit includes a number of 
places for which the older men would 
be just as well suited as the present 
eccupants who, under the new plan, 
would be released for line duty. 

Official estimates are that a modern 
army to be maintained as an efficient 
unit must have between 40 and 45 per 
cent. of its actual strength on duty be- 
hind the fighting zone. This means that 
of the first 1,000,000 men sent to France 
400,000 serve along the line of communi- 
cation, in hospitals,-or at the various 
headquarters and debarkation bases. 

The Senate Military Committee today 
unanimously went on record in favor of 
large expansion of the American Army. 
It ordered a favorable report on a reso- 
tion by Senator Reed of Missouri, —*

WASHINGTON, May 24.—Under . the 
tetms of an order dictated tonight by 
‘ —— Wilson the mine price of 
bituminous will be reduced by 10 
cents a short ton at 7 o'clock tomorrow 
morning, and the railroads which have 
been obtaining: coal at prices consider- 


ably leas than those fixed for other 


‘Consumers will be forced to pay the 
Government rate. 

It is estimated that the new schedule 
will add $45,000,000 annually to the 
failroads’ bill. Other consumers, it is 
#eid, will save about $90.000,000.. The 
railroads, it is announced, aré here- 
after to supply cars equitably te 
all mines and not give certain mines 
100 per cent. supply at the expense of 
ethers. 

The order does not affect the price 
of anthracite coal used in the majority 
of households ‘in the eastern part of thé 
country, but it will result fn a consid- 
erable saving to the industries and to 
domestic users who Ani large orders 
for soft coal: 

It is believed by some officials that 
the new system for the distrivution of 
@ars will reduce production cost, on 
which the old schedule. of prices was 
fixed. A careful study of the develop- 
ments will be made to determine whether 
further changes must be made. There 
will be no changes, however, before 
August 81. . 

Ends Long Dispute. 

The action by President Wilson 
brought to an end a lorig-standing dis- 
pute between the Fuel and Railroad 
Administrations over the price which 
the railroads should pay for their coal. 
The matter has been debated at several 
eonferences between Fuel Administrator 
Garfield and Director General of Rail- 
roads McAdeo, and has been before the 
War Council, which méets with Presi- 
dent Wilson on Wednesday afternoons. 

The railroads had been paying from 
$1.46 to $2.07 a ton for coal under agree- 
ments made’with certain mines. The 
Fuel Administration held that. the rail- 
roads should pay’ the Government fixed 
‘price, and in this contention, it is said, 
Dr. Garfield was supported by-President 
Wilson. 

This, it was — by the Rail- 
road Administration, would mean an 
added expenditure on its part of $50,000,- 
000-or more each year, and the argu- 
wient was made that there should be « 
general reduction of priced to all con- 
@umers if the railroads did not receive 
the lower rate. 

There wag another deadlock at. this 
point and; after a long conference today, 
Mr. Garfield and Mr. McAdoo placed 
their troubles before the President 
again. The order issued tonight was 
founded upon the President's decision. 
The Railroad Administration had argued 


for an even greater reduction, while the, 


Fuel Administratioh was in favor of re- 
taining the present scale of prices for 
the” present. at least.

There are other patent and 
sufficient objections to .the amend- 
|ment, .which, nevertheless, was ac- 
cepted by the House by a vote of “178. 
to 187. The rhanufacture of whisky 
was forbidden by the act of Aug. 10, 
1917. That act gives the President 
power to. prohibit by proclamation’ the 
use. of fruits and foodstuffs to. make 
beers and wines.

PRESIDENTS. AND RAILWAXS. 

The. Interstate Commerce. Commis- 
signe must Bape“ at' the’ wectael⸗ of 
such “railway | Caars as REA and 
WILLARD bowing to the Director Gen- 
eral. It looks so easy when it is 
done, but the Commission has never 
turned ‘the trick: with thirty years of 
opportunity and all the laws: it has 
asked for... Perhaps some day the 
Director General may bécome too 
bold, but thus far/he has carried the 
public with him. in his masterful 
progress. The reason is that he. is 
looking . out. ‘tor the country rather 
than for the ‘railways. He is able to 
see, as the Commission was‘not able, 
that what the,country wants is rail- 
way service rather: than lower rates 
or profits. He-is raising rates more 
than the railways ever asked. He is 
raising wages more than the award 
allowed. He is reducing. wasteful 
‘competition in& mahner no law éver 
compelled: or could ‘compel. ; 

He is..able to do this because the 
question of what the railways are to 
receive has been set aside, and he has 
nothing to think about beyond oper- 
ation. That is a comparttively simple 
‘matter, s0 ‘well fs the railway , ma- 
chine working. Almost any Vice 
President is competent to keep a road 
‘running when there are no questions 
-of finance or extension ‘or policy to be 
settled. Aggressive as the Director 
General’s procedure seems, it really is 
less so than was the Presidents’ when 
the railways were growing and com- 
peting. Now they are not competing 
at-all, and there is no hope that. they 
will ‘grow so long as the Government 
controls. “When the Director, General 
allowed a billion dollars the other day 
for railway betterments, only 2. per 
cent, was for extensions. 

There is little for a real President 
to doin the way of operation so long 
as the.country has a real Director 


‘Presidents to do for their compantes, 
even while other operators can ‘serve 
the country as well. ‘The settlement 
of the contract with the Government 
is a& large and-pressing matter. It 
is settled in principle for all the rail- 
ways, but it is settled in particulars 
for no company. The Presidents will 
confront .the Director General on 
more even terms regarding that mat- 
ter than on operation. Only one head 
ie: needed to.run a. railway, but. it 
takes two to make a contract. Then, 
theré are all sorts of outside under- 
takings incidental to railway opera. 
tion. which the Director’ General's 
operator neither could nor - should 
shave anything to do with. 

It has been considered an. offense 
on the part of the'railways that they 
have used the capital of the railways 
in investments of various sorts. Some 
of them were. for the purpose of evad- 
ing the laws which the Director Gen- 
eral overturns ‘with impunity. . Some

“ We must organize for the future,” 

—* Provost Marshal General CrowD- 

» Speaking of his latest amendment 
a the selective service regulations.

It will become necessary to draw upon 
all the deferred groups, Il; Ill? and 
IV., ‘to fill the ranks.

Men in the-deferred groups who ‘are 
not engaged in occupations that con- 
trihyte to the winning of the war must 
either go into the army or seek’ a use- 
ful occupation. Idlers, and the term 
includes gamblers, race-track’ attend- 
ants, : Sucket-shop helper, fortune’ 
tellers, and. like parasites, will, in most 
eases gO tothe cantonments: This: ist 
plain sailing, but the designation of: 
noneffective occupations that will be 
proscribed and the transfer to useful 
occupations: of those who» have the 
choice ‘of working present a problem. 

General Crowprr, as a’ beginning, 
has listed a number of occupations 
as noneffective. Waiters, ‘passenger 
elevator operators, footmen, doormen, 
and.like attendants at clubs, hotels, 
stores; apartment houses, and office 
bifidings; Sisters at games and sports, 
sales clerks and other clerks employed 
in stores, and persons in domestic 
service, who are of the draft age, must 
change their positions, or become sol- 
diers, or volunteer for the army, the 
navy, or the Marine Corps after July 
1.. But the local boards will have dis- 
cretion to make exceptions if ‘*dispro- 
portionate hardship” to dependents 
would be. worked, or for other suffi- 
cient reasons. The theory is that the 
vacant places could be filled by ren 
over the draft age or by women. 

There will, of course, be criticism of 
the list, (itis to be extended,) because 
there are differences of opinion about 
what is a useful occupation. It is not 
necessary to go into that phase of the 
matter now. “As to the hardship in- 
volved in having to change from one 
family-supporting occupation to an- 

other that might not. yield sufficient 
‘wages or salary, there will be more 
criticism. People do not always choose 
their occupations and perhaps are fit 
for nothing else.

LONDON, May 24.—William Moses, @ 
bworkmian at the Vickers Naval Con- 
struction Works at Barrow, yesterday 
established a new riveting record, driv- 
ing 6,804 rivets in nine hours. 





LONDON, May 24, (Associated Press.) 
—A new riveting record for the United 
Kingdom was made yesterday ‘at Barrow 
by William Moses, an employe of Vic- 
kers, Limited. Using a 28%-pound rivet- 
ing hammer on firing beams for 9.2- 
inch howitzers, Moses drove 5,804 rivets 
in nine hours. The rivets were of two 
kinds, countersunk and snaphead, and 
the tools employed had been: in use for 
twelve months. 

Moses made a slow beginning owing

stood at 2,620. At 1 o’clock it was 3,286,

LOYAL TO THE PRESIDENT 


Postal Reforms, Increased Taxes, 
Government Ownership, and Old. 
Age Pensions on List. 


Candidates for office this Fall will 
recdive copies of ‘‘demands’’ and will 
be asked to state their views .upon’ the 
various questions of the day, as well as 
upon legislative matters, according to 
plans put forward yesterday at a meet- 
ing of the Labor League of New York 
in the Aldermanic Chamber: at the City 
Hall. The league promises to ‘support 
those candidates who favor its program 
and to work against those who oppose it. 
The ‘‘ Federal program ”’. of the league 
eontains these provisions: 

‘* Unconditional loyalty and‘support to 
President. Wilson and his. program for 


‘the prosecution of the, war, A free press, 


untrammeled by the zone or district sys- 
tems of distribution and excessive “postal 
charges, and a pledge t Congress- 
men will use.every effort. to bring about 
a businesslike administration of the en- 
tire postal service, keéping in mind the 
necessity of increased wages for postal 
employes and a proper and'scientific dis- 
tribution of the proper charges of every 
branch of the service on a fair and equi- 
table basis. 

“ Additional w: «venues to be de- 
rived from income, inheritance, and ex- 
cess profit taxes which should be gradu- 
ated and substantially increased and 
their payment permitted in instalments; 
establishment of an adequate system of 
taking care of soldiers and sailors by 
immediate training of sufficient nurses, 
nurses’ aids, and dactors, and, in ad- 
dition, the establishment of training 
schools under the guidance of the Fed- 
eral Board for Veccational Training, 
whereby soldiers and sailors will be 
provided with a training that will give 
them. remunerative. employment upon 
their return: to private life. 

“The .Federal. Government to provide 
a system of life insurance of all kinds; 
establishment of a nation-wide. widows’ 
pension systém, and a Federal plan that

Miss Lusk Says Her Mind Isa Blank 
Regarding Shooting of Mrs. Roberts. 


WAUKESHA, Wis., May 24--Grace 
Lusk, after testifying that she could re- 
member nothing regarding the killing ot 
Mrs. Mary Newman Roberts, for which 
she is now on trial, was forced to admit 
on cross-examination today that she had 
sought to keep her relations with Dr.

AT ODDS OVERWAR CRIPPLES 


Some Senators ra: Oppose Rehabilita’’ 
tion Under the Education Board.: 


WASHINGTON, May 24.—Rehabilita- 
tion of war-disabled soldiers by the 
Federal Education Board, as proposed 
in a bill by Senator Smith of Georgia 
to appropriate $2,000,000 for the pur- 
pose, drew opposition in the Senate to- 
dey. Senator Ransdell of Louisiana 
read a letter from Surgeon General 
Gorgas, saying that there was ample 
authority for rehabilitation work by the 
army’ undér laws already passed, and 
that placing the work in the hands of 
the ducation Board would develop 
friction if representatives: of the board 
began their work in miltary hospitals. 

ther Senators opposed the measure. 

Senator Ransdelt. afterward admitted 
that the Surgeon General had agreed to 
withdraw his objection, although he had 
not. changed his opinion. 

Senator Kirby’s amendment to extend 
the. training to persoris disabled in in- 
dustry was rejected. The bill went over 
until tomorrow, when.an amendment of- 
fered by Senator France of Maryland 
to place the administration of the meas- 
ure, under. the Surgeon General will be 
considered. 

A central and unified control for ad- 
ministering rehabilitation work was 
urged in resolutions adopted today by 
the National Education Association’s 
Commission on the National Emergency 
‘in Education. - 

‘*Obviously,’’ said the _ resolutions, 
‘‘the War.and Navy Departments, each 
‘through its Surgeon General’s Office, 
form the natural and most effective 
agencies in which should be concen- 
trated authority * * * but acting un- 
der these offices should be represen- 
tatives of such Federal agencies as the 
Bureau of Education and the Federal 
Board for Vocational Education and 
other. agencies.”’
